MINES, MILLS, MEN, 
MATTERS. 


A Reno Party Visits Plumas and Re- 
turns Delighted With the Agricuita 
ral and Mining Prospects of the 
Great North. 

Messrs. Chamberlain, Kinkead and 
McMechan returned yesterday from » 
trip through the rich county of Plumas, 
aod the Gazerrsz, by a persistent 
pumping of the tourists, has gleaned 
the following notes of the trip: 

The party traveled 202 miles in one 
week, and while they do not pretend 
to know all about the country, they 
saw nothing that was not good, aud 
received the most hospitable treat- 
ment during the entire trip. 

THE ROUTE) 

taken lay through Sardine, Sierra 

Mohawk,American and Indian valleys, 

a section of country which is but 

peorly understood with its forests of 

timber, gold mines, fruit laden trees 
and fields of grain. Through the tim- 
ber belt west of Reno, and so on by 
the Old Henness Pass route to Sardine 
valley is a road well-known to all old 

“‘stagers.” From Sardine at a distance 

of sixteen miles the travelers drew up 

in front of Jack Campbell's famous 
summer resort at the head of 
SIERRA VALLEY. 

The party came very near breaking 
up here because Campbell treated 
them so well that further progress was 
deemed unnecessary. The hot sul- 
phur springs together with the excel- 
lent accommodations at the botel and 
bath houses would cure any invalid 
unless he died of the gout from high 
living. From Campbells down the 
west side of Sierra Valley it is ten 
miles to Yerrington’s ranch at Rocky 
Point P. O., and from there to Geo. 
McClairs magnificent place at the 
head of 


MOHAWK VALLEY 

is but 8 miles. Here the tourists tum- 
bled into Clover again. McClair’s 
house is quite large and complete in 
every respect. It was built by Fred 
King and will be now opened for the 
reception of guests. The Reno party 
were the first arrivals at the new re- 
sort, and received more than hospita- 
ble attention from Mr. McClair and 
his estimable daughter, Miss Frankie 
McClair. The party stopped there to 
inspect some mines in 

MOHAWK DisTRICT, 

in which Chamberlain and others are 
interested. The Truckee Company's 
gravel claim is also situated at tha. 
point on the west side of the valley 
and on the same ridge qith the fa- 
mous Plumas-Eureka mine. The 
Truckee Company has drifted for 
about 500 feet and fouod gravel which 
pays $2 50 percar load. There are 
quite a number of bydraulic mines 
there with fine prospects, and consid- 
erable work is going on in the dis- 
trict. Mr. McMechan, combining 
business with sight-seeing, looked 
about him for the best route over
